A communication from the Hon. ^Valter Eotiischild 
pointed out that the generic name of Drepanoi'hynchvs, pro¬ 
posed by Dr. Dubois for a new genus of FriugUIidcey con¬ 
taining some species hitherto referred to Spermaphila {cf. 
'yiem. Soc. Zool. France^ vii. 1894, P- 400), was not admissible. 
The generic name Brepaiiorhynchus had been already em¬ 
ployed by Dr. Reichenow for a Sun-bird from the Kilima¬ 
njaro district in East Africa, and Mr, Rothschild therefore 
proposed to substitute the name Spermophilopsis (nom. 
emend.) for the Brepjanorhynclms of Dr. Dubois. The three 
species belonging to SpermopjliUopsh would be S. schisiacevs 
(Dubois), S. faldrosiris (Teinm.), and S. svperciUaris (Pelz.). 

Mr. Rothschild also sent the following note ;— h. few 
weeks ago I received from Mr. Travers a couple of specimens 
of Sterna viitaia^ Gm., shot in February on the Bounty 
Islands, to the south-east of New Zealand. There can be no 
doubt as to the identification of the species, as Jlr. Howard 
Saunders and j\lr. Hartert have compared the birds with 
specimens of >?. vittata in the British Museum, and I think 
til at this interesting new locality for a rare Antarctic bird 
is worth recording.
